Maneuvers to be Unique. 


The maneuvers will be unique to 


many respects, chiefiy la that they will 
afford the Srst actual mobilization of 
the bulk of the new American navy^ 
Before the war the forces were always 
more or less scattered and a shortage 
of several types of vessels particularly 
of destroyers, submarines, light cruis- 
ers, aerial forces and fleet auxiliaries 
made It impossible to concentrate a 
well ronnded-cnt fleet although the 
tcajor portion of the battleship force 
met each winter ar Gnantanamo, Cuba, 
for target practice and drills. 


Daring the war the shortage In most 


types of small vessels, notably de- 
stroyers and submarines, was over- 
come, but tlie~entire fleet was never 
mobilized, due to the use of practically 
all light craft in the war zone, the de- 
tail of cruisers to escort duty and tbe 
fact that a-^considerable portion of the 
battleship force tvas on duty abroad 
ranch of the time. 


The, January maaeavers will set a 


new mark for American naval progress. 
For the first time in the history of the 
new navy the battleship fleets will be 
supported by a reasonably adequate 
number of destroyers and other light 
craft.'
